REPORT 


The Repeal Bill Sent to 
the Senate. 


It Will Be Called Up on Next 
Thursday, 


It Favors Both Gold and 
Silver. 


A Substitute is Presented by 
Senator Vest. 


A Communication from the Secretary of the 
Treasury—The Membership of Com- 
mittees Increased—Speech by 
Representative Sibley. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—(By the 
Associated Press.) There were no sen- 
Sational developments in the room of 
the Senate Finance Committee today. 
Both sides remained firm, the ‘un- 
yielding minority, or silver men, con- 
tenting themselves with the statement 
that they would carry to the Senate 
the fight that was hopeless in the 
committee. There had been some quiet 
talk among the anti-silver men of the 
committee as to the chances for a vote 
and final action on the Voorhees bill, 
and it is ascertained that while they 
feel pretty certain that the bill can pass 
the House, they appear to be by no 
means sanguine of the Senate. 

There seems to be a feeling that the 
bill of Senator Vest, establishing free 
coinage at a ratio of 20 to 1, may pos- 
sibly be successful. In that event, 
even, they look for the final triumph 
of the administration measure. The 
two bills would then go to conference, 
and in that stage of the proceedings, 
the Senate could, without sacrifiting its 
dignity, which it so zealously guards, 
recede from its position and adopt the 
bill of the House. 

It is believed that the members favor- 
able to free coinage, having by that 
time put themselves on record, would 
be willing to vote to recede, and that a 
Straight repeal measure would go to 
the President for his signature. 

The voice of the East was heard for 
the first time in the House today in 
favor of the free coinage of silver. 
The speaker was Joseph C. Sibley, the 
new member from Pennsylvania, and 
his speech was the sensation of the 
day. Mr. Sibley is the only member 
of the Keystone State who is opposed 
to placing the United States upon a 
single gold standard. He is a firm 
advocate of bimetallism. 

On the other side of the question 
there appeared another new champion, 
Representative Everett of Massachu- 
setts, who succeeds Mr. Lodge. Repre- 
sentative Haines of New York and 
Representative English of New Jersey, 


doth Democrats, spoke in favor of re- 


pealing the silver purchasing clause, 
and Jerry Simpson spoke against it. 
Debate was suspended for the time 
being in order to allow Representative 
Catchings to report from the Com- 
mittee on Rules a resolution author- 
izing the Speaker to appoint the var- 
fous committees of the House. 

No additional committees are pro- 
vided for, but an increase in mem- 
bership is made in some of the more 
important committees as follows: The 
membership of the committees on 
Ways and Means, Appropriations, Ju- 
diciary, Banking and Currency, Coin- 
age, Weights and Measures, Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce, Rivers and 
Harbors, and Agriculture, are increas- 
ed from fifteen to seventeen, and those 
of Foreign Affairs, Military and Naval 
Affairs, Public Lands, Indian Affairs, 
Public Buildings and Grounds, Pacific 
Railroads and the District of Colum- 
bia, are increased from thirteen to fif- 
teen. Representative Hooker desired 
to offer an amendment increasing the 
membership of the Committee on 


Rules, but Representative Catchings 


demanded the previous question. The 
resolution was then adopted, and the 
silver debate was resumed. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The Senate was pre- 
sided over today, in the absence of the 
Vice-President, by Senator Harris. A 
long communication from the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury was presented 
and read, on the subject of gold and 
silver payments. It states that the 
department would not, and could not, 
exchange silver doHars for gold, if re- 
quested to do so. 

The bill for national banks’ circula- 
tion was then taken up. Senator Al- 
len of Nebraska favored the, adoption 
of the amendment offere@ by him on 
last Wednesday to suspend the in- 
terest on the bonds on which the in- 
creased circulation was based. In his 
judgment, the bill would commit the 
country to the policy of the continu- 
ance of the national banking system, 
and he believed the time would come 
when safety required the overthrow 
of that system, and the wiping out of 
its existence as speedily as possible. 
Nine-tenths of the people of Nebraska 
were, he declared, unalterably opposed 
to anything looking to the perpetuation 
of the national banking system. 

Senator Stewart addressed the Sen- 
ate, and gave the history of recent de- 
velopments in the silver question at 
home and abroad. He hoped the pend- 
ing bill would be stripped of every ob- 
jectionable feature, and then passed. 

Senator McPherson, from the F‘- 
nance Committee, argued against the 
Allen amendment as calculated to de- 
feat the whole measure. 

Senator Manderson opposed his col- 
league’s amendment, and favored the 
immediate passage of the bill. He 
totally disagreed with his colleague as 
to nine-tenths of the people of Ne- 
braska being opposed to the national 
banking system. 

Senator Pugh saw no reason why 
the government should not resume 
its proper constitutional power and is- 
sue all the currency which the people 
needed in their business 

Senator Wolcott inquired what au-

Senator Voorhees reporced from the 
Committee Om Finan « a bill to dis- 
continue the purchose of silver bul- 
lion, and to @eclare it to be the policy 
of the United States to continue the 
use of both gold and silver as standard 
money. The Senstor said he had 
been taunted that he was secking to 
do something in the interest of na- 
tional banks. Iie was seeking noth- 
ing of the kind. Ile was seeking to 
avail himself of their power, interest 
and cupidity in order to increase the 
circulating mecium, and thereby meet 
the pressing Wants of the laboring 
people. It Was not a bill in the 
interest of the banks. 

The votes by which the bill was re- 
ported are those of Chairman Voor- 
hees and Senators McPherson, Mor- 
rill, Sherman, Allison and Aldrich, the 
last four being Republicans. 

The bill, omitting the enacting 
clause, provides that so much of the 
act approved July 14, 1899, entitled 
“An act directing the purchase of 


thority there Was in the law for in 


notes thereon, and for other purposes,” 
as directs the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to purchase from time to time sil- 
ver bullion to the aggregate amount 
of 4,500,000 ounces, or so much thereof 
as may be offered in each month at 
a market price not exceeding $1 for 
371.25 grains pure siiver, and to issue 
in payment for such purchases treas- 
ury notes of the United States, is 
hereby repealed, and it is declared 
to be the policy of the United States 
to continue the use of both gold and 
silver as standard money, and to coin 
both gold and silver into money of 
equal intrinsic and exchangeable 
value, such equality to be secured 
through international agreemerm or by 
such safeguards of legislation as will 
insure the muiaintenance of the parity 
in value of the coins of the two 
metals, and the equal power of every 
dollar at all times in the markets and 
in the payment of debts. 

It is further decisred that the ef- 
forts of the government should be 
steadily directed to the establishment 
of such a safe system of bimetallism ar 
will maintain, at a!!l times, the equal 
power of every dollar coined or is- 
sued by the United States in the mar- 
kets and in payment of debts. 

Senator Voorhee« will not, as he had 
originally intended. ask the Senate to 
fix a day for a vote on the bill. He 
said this morning that he did not think 
the vote would be had on it for some 
time, as there appeared to be a dispo- 
sition on the part of the Senators to 


time. He will call it up next Tuesday, 
at which time he will make a speech 
on the financi.. question generally. 

Senator Vest. on behalf of the minor- 
ity of the Finance Committee, pre- 
sented a substitute for the repeal bill. 
The substitute fixes the number of 
grains of silver in the coins at 4644 
pure silver per dollar, and proportion- 
ately for half-dollars, quarters and 
dimes. 

Senator Voorhees gave notice that he 
would call up his bill and address the 
Senate on ‘Tuesday. 

The discussion of the bark bill was 
then resumed, and Mr. Peffer made a 
speech against the national banking 
system. After further discussion a 
vote was taken on Allen’s amendment, 
and it was rejected. 

The next question was on the amend- 
ment offered by Senator Cockrell for 
the redemption of, at their face value 
and with accrued interest. such 2 per 
cent. bonds as may be presented for 
redemption, and to issue greenbacks 
to pay for them. The amendment was 
opposed by Senators McPherson and 
Sherman. 

Senator Cockrell replied to Senator 
Sherman, and advocated the amend- 
ment. 

After some further debate the Sen- 
ate went into executive session, first 
allowing Senator Butler to offer an 
amendment to the bank bill, repealing 
the 10 per cent. tax on State banks. 
when the doors reopened the Senate ad- 
journed till Mondayr 

HOUSE — Representativ 
(Dem.) made a speech this morn- 
ing in favor of bimetallism and 
the interconvertible bond  propo- 
sition. He favored the propo- 
sition of representative Johnson 
of Ohio providing that holders of 
United States bonds might deposit 
those -securities with the government, 
receiving therefor treasury notes. The 
time had come, he said, when the 
clearing-houses of the great cities 
should no longer dominate and con- 
trol the policy of the 67,000,000 work- 
ers of this land. 

Mr. Sibley caused some laughter by 
the manner in which he paid his re- 
spects to the New York Reform Club 
of bankers and gold bugs. He said 
that, since he had been in Washington, 
he had been asked why he, comforta- 
bly off in this world’s goods, and com- 
ing from Pennsylvania, should take 
the position that he now did. His re- 
ply was that the people of Pennsyl- 
vania could still read, write and think. 
They read thelr Bibles, and they knew 
that the command was just as true to- 
day as when it was thundered from 
Sinai—"‘Thou shalt not steal.”’ (Ap- 
plause.) 

A gentleman in favor of the single 
gold standard, he said, had declared 
that England was against bimetallism; 
that France was against-it, that Ger- 
many was against it, and that even 
the e2dministration was against it. 
(Laughter.) But no such opposition 
could put out the spark of liberty om 
this continent. ‘(Appla@use.) It was 
said that the odds were against bi- 
metallists. Granted. What then? 
Should they ask for quarter and say 
that their work was done? Say, 
rather, that a greater glory would be 
theirs if the {id were won. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Continuing, he said that, at one 
time, he had been 4 great monometal- 
list; but he had studied the question, 
and was no longer one, because he 
would rather be honest than a mono- 
metallist. (Cheers. laughter and ap- 
plause.) It was said that the Repub- 
licans were going to join with the 
Democrats in repealing the Sherman 
law. What [Ftepublicans and what 
Democrats? he asxed. Republicans of 
the East and Democrats of the Last. 
But, in his opinion, the salvation of 
the country depended upon the people 
who were living west of the Alleghe- 
nies and south of the Magon and

At the 
closing of the latter's remarks, the 
House, at 10:15 p.m., adjourned until 
tomorrow. 


TEST OF STRENGTH. 


It Will Be Developed on the Question of a 
Ratio. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 18.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The Daily News Wash- 
ington special says: “It becomes, ap- 
parent, as the debate in the House 
progresses, that the test of strength 
between the silver: and anti-silver 
forces will be shown on the substitute 
measure for free coinage at the ratio 


of 146 = «to l, instead of the 
ratio of 20 to 3 which 
has -been the popular impression 
among anti-silver men. The weak 


points in the seale of the ratios above 
16 to 1 developed gradually. Messrs. 
Bland, Bryan and other veteran sil- 
verites are telling their followers that 
an increase on the ratio would be a 
concession to the single gold standard, 
for it would be an admission that the 
future use of silver as money must 
depend on its intrinsic value instead 
of the stamp of the government, and 
would be subject to change just as 
the price of bullion fluctuates. 

“The silver leaders agree with Repre- 
sentative Bryan that bimetallism does 
not depend on any fixed ratio, but 
may exist as well at the ratio of 16 
to 1 as a ratio of 30 to 1. The free 
silver leaders are coungeling their 
followers to mass their strength on 
the substitute of 16 to 1, and many 
of them will decline to vote at a 
higher ratio on the ground that it 
would be a degradation of the white 
metal as a monetary standard. Sil- 
ver men now admit that the repeal 
vote will pass the House by a large 
majority because of the peculiar 
variety of free coinage views; but 
they hope that the Senate will return 
the bill to the House with certain con- 
cessions to silver coinage.” 


REDEMPTION. 


Secretary Carlisle Responds to the Resolu- 
tion of the Senate. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—(By the 
Associated-Press.) Secretary Carlisle 
sent to the Senate today a communi- 
cation in reply to the resolution re- 
questing certain information as to 
the redemption of treasury notes is- 
sued under the Sherman act. During 
the present month, treasury notes is- 
sued und the act of July 14, 1890, 
amounting to $714,636, have been re- 
deemed by the governnment in silver 
dollars. 

The Secretary adds: ‘In further re- 
sponse to the resolution, I have to 
say that recently old coin has been 
presented at the office of this de- 
partment and silver dollars asked in 
exchange therefor, and that the ex- 
change was not made for the reason 
that all silver dollars in the treasury 
at the time were required under the 
provksions) of the laws relating to 
the currency to be. held in the treas- 
ury to cover outstanding silver cer- 
tificates and treasury notes issued 
under the act of July 14, 1890.”

SONORA, Aug. 18.—(By the Asso- 
Ciated Press.) An immense forest fire 
broke out north of Jamestown yester- 
day morning, burning westward di- 
rectly toward this town. The fire sur- 
rounds Sonora on the north, east and 
south sides. It is still burning flercely. 

Hundreds of cords of wood and much 
fencing have been burned, besides a 
great area Of standing timber. Farm 
houses and barns so far have escaped. 
The fire is supposed to have been 
Started by carelessness of Yosemite 
tourists,

PROVIDING WORK, 


The Unemployed of Fresno are Given Em- 
ployment. 

FRESNO, Aug. 18.—(By the Assoct- 
ated Press.) It is thought that a 
permanent check was put last night to 
the wholesale raids on Chinese work- 
ing in vineyards by unemployed white 
men. At midnight, Sheriff Scott witha 
posse of twelve men went out to inter- 
cept the mob that had been raiding 
Vineyards and that 


was driving the 
Chinese to town. The Sheriff inter- 
cepted them, liberated thirty-two 


Chinese and Japanese, and sent them 
back to work. 

Today the Sheriff has announced that 
he will arrest any persons unlawfully 
interfering with Chinese. ‘One of those 
assaulted at Wahl'’s vineyard will die. 
Officers are searching for those who as- 
saulted him. At 1 o'clock idle men 
were put to work pftking up bricks 
where the Masonic Temple was burned. 
Piling up 500 bricks gives three meal 
tickets. That is all one man will be al- 
lowed to do each day. Forty men can 
work at a time. Many are going into 
the country to work for board a few 
days till grape-picking begins. 

There will be no trouble in finding 
work for all men now in Fresno, but 
no more men are needed, and if they 
come they will not be given employ- 
ment. The men here who will not 
work when given a chance will be 
driven out or will be put in the chain 


gang. 

Fully five hundred Chinamen quit 
work in the nurseries and vineyards 
yesterday, and came to town with 
their effects, including the twelve ex- 
pert budders from the Roedings nur- 
sery. They have all become impreg- 
nated with fear, and could not be in- 
duced to remain at their work. About 
seventy-five white men were taken 
out to the vineyards yesterday. ~ 

The Sheriff has learned of a rumor 
that another raiding party are out 
on the Porterville road, and he has 
gone there with a posse.

Chamberlain, the leader of the 
Unionists, gav® notice that he would 
move as an amendment to Gladstone's 
resolution that the House declare that 
the government's proposal cal- 
culated to degrade the House into a 
voting machine, depriving the British 
majority of their constitutional rights 
and ought, therefore, be withdrawn. 

Thomas G. Bowles’ (Conservative) 
asked the government whether the 
award of the Bering Sea Tribunal of 
Arbitration imposed upon Great Brit- 
ain obligations to forbid pelagic seal- 
ing by British subjects at any time 
whatever, within sixty miles around 
Pribyloff Islands. 

He also desired to be informed 
whether it put other restraints upon 
British sealers, while it imposed no ob- 
ligation on the United States to re- 
strict sealing on land at ‘any time. 
Further, Bowles said he desired to be 
informed whether the effect of the 
award would not be to give an effect- 
ual monopoly of the sealing industry 
to Americans. 

The Foreign Secretary, in replying, 
said it was not considered that the ef- 
fect of the award would be to give 
Americans a monopoly of the industry. 
The award imposed certain obligations 
upon the United States as well as upon 
Great Britain, and he could not admit 
that these obligations would aet to the 
prejudice - of British interests, as 
we had suggested by his question- 
ng.

NOT UNLAWFUL. 


A Dispute Over Pasture 
Land Settled. 


Durralde Had the Law on His 
Side. 


Albert Acevedo Must Serve His Sen- 
tence Out. 


The Jury in the Yant Burglary Case Finds 
a Verdict of Guilty—Judge Pierce 
Returns to San Diego— 

Court Notes. 


The Supreme Court has affirmed 
the judgment and order appealed from 


in the case Of Jules Saulqua, ap- 
pellant, vs. Buente Durralde, re- 
spondent The acti was for for- 


cible detainer of the tract of land 
known as the Sturgiss ranch. A 
judgment of non-suit was entered 
against the plaintiff, and from this 
judgment and an order denying a 
motion for a new trial, the appeal 
was taken. 

The decisive opinion, which was re- 
ceived by Deputy Clerk Sesnon yes- 
terday, recites that the complaint as 
framed allegesthat ontheday ofthe 
defendant’s entry, or for five days prior 


‘thereto, the plaintiff was in the peace- 


able and actual possession of the 
whole ranch mentioned, and that on 
August 25, 1891, during his temporary 
absence, defendant unlawfully en- 
tered upon it and took possession, 
and further, that a demand for vaca- 
tidh had been made and met with a 
refusal. 

The answer denied these allega- 
tions, and pleaded the defendant's 
right to enter and pasture upon stub- 
ble under a license from the owner 
of the ranch. 

One T. W. Dixon, occufpied- and 
farmed the ranch in question. Pre- 
viously he had entered into an agree- 
ment with the plaintiff whereby it 
was provided that for the considera- 
tion of $320 he was to farm the whole 
place with the right to one wall for 
his exclusive use. 

Plaintiff testified that he went upon 
a part of the land with a flock of 
sheep, and kept them there several 
days, and that later he went back 
without the sheep and put up some 
watering troughs. That still later he 
again returned and found that some- 
one had removed the troughs, and also 
found the defendant on the land with 
his sheep, and made a demand that 
he surrender possession. The part of 
the land upon which the plaintiff had 
had his sheep was not in grain, and 
embraced about twenty acres, upon 
which, the plaintiff claimed Mr. Dixon 
had given him permission to put his 
sheep. The defendant took his sheep 
upon the same part of the land, the 
day preceding plaintiff's demand. 

The opinion of the Supreme Court 
was that the plaintiff did not show 
proper possession, and that the non- 
suit was properly granted. The oc- 
cupancy of the twenty. acres of land 
for a few days, and the placing of 
watering troughs upon it was not 
such occupancy as the stattte con- 
templated for so harsh a remedy as 
unlawful detainer. As the plaintiff 
did not show a right to recover in 
the action, he was not injured by 
exclusion of evidence on the point of 
damages, as claimed. 

An examination of the whole record 
disclosing no _ prejudicial error, the 
judgment and order appealed from 
were affirmed. 

WILL SERVE TIME. 

Some months ago the house of a Chi- 
nese doctor on Marchessault street was 
plundered, the burglars carrying off a 
considerable amount of money and 
valuables, which were stored in a chest. 
Albert Acevedo and two of the Abbott 
boys were arrested shortly afterward, 
and Acevedo was convicted of the 
theft and sentenced to five years’ im- 
prisonment. The case was taken to 
the Supreme Court on appeal, and yes- 
terday an opinion was received, in 
which the judgment and order deny- 
ing the motion fora new trial were af- 
firmed.

MADAGASCAR ORCHWS. 


They are Fine Specimens, but Difficult and 
Dangerous to Get. 

(London News:) The pursuit of 
orchids in‘Madagascar appears from a 
letter of that indefatigable collector, 
M. Hamelin, to be a task of no little 
danger and diuucuity. It was only 
after a year spent by the favor of 
Moyambassa—a king of a powerful 
tribe fiercely hostile to foreign en- 
croachments—in exploring a territory 
almost inaccessible toEuropeans, that 
he discovered the gorgeous orchid now 
known as ‘“‘Eulophiella Elizabetha.”’ 
It is a parasite growing only in a very 
limited region on trees of slow growth. 
To secure the plants which flourish on 
the tops of the tallest of these trees 
he was obliged to have the trees cut 
down and carefully gather all the 
Mants himself. Although this French 
botanist had well-armed men with him, 
on whom he could rely, he was com- 
pelled to constantly guard against sur- 
hee by the warriors of neighboring 
1 


ribes. 

Besides this the party were compelled 
to keep a watchful eye upon the wild 
animals haunting these primeval for- 
ests. The most terrible of all is the 
Madagascar ‘“‘protocrytoferox,”” whose 
favorite haunts are among the masses 
of foliage where the eulophielia grows. 
This small, but exceedingly dangerous, 
animal is described as crouching in 
the forks of trees, hidden among the 
rich tropical foliage and climbing 
plants, and there watching for its 
prey. It is exceedingly agile, and the 
moment its victim approaches it slides 
silently down and in one bound is on 
the top of it—a picture of horrible 
ferocity. 


ONE MAN HELD. 


Examination of the Alleged Ban-

But Little Evidence Against the Alleged 
Santa Monica Highwaymen—J. M.

Justice. 


Justice Willis of Santa Monica was

From the general statements 
made previous to the hearing it was 
supposed that the prosecution was 
loaded with a lot of evidence that 
would be convincing of the defend- 
ants’ guilt. This, howéver, was not 
the case. Young Carter, the man who 
was robbed, stated plainly that he 
could not identify the defendants as 
his assailants. Mrs. Clayton, who was 
out with him on the evening of the 
robbery, and who was attacked by one 
of the highwaymen, was quite positive 
that John Carter, the youngest of the 
pair, was the one who had hold of her. 
On cross-examination, though, she did 


not seem to be sure of thise As to the. 


brother, J. M. Carter, she was simply 
unable to identify him. 

There was some evidence offered, also, 
to show that ghe defendants were on 
Ocean avenue about the time of the 
robbery, though it lacked a positive- 
ness that rendered the testimony al- 
most worthless. True, the gold watch 
was found, and it was identified as the 
property of the young man who was 
robbed; but there seemed to be no con- 
nection whatever between the finding 
of this property and the defendants, 
who were charged with stealing it. 

Johnny Platt, who perhaps knows 
more about the case than any one not 
directly implicated, was not placed 
upon the stand at all. Why this was, 
no one but the prosecution knows. 

The defense offered no testimony at 
all. After an argument by Le Compte 
Davis on behalf of the people, and by 
Mr. Peck for the defendants, the jus- 
tice ordered that John Carter be held 
to answer to the Superior Court, with 
bonds fixed at $1000. J. M. Carter was 
dismissed. 

There is another charge against these 
boys of robbing old man Robinson of 
the Soldiers’ Home, and thé examina- 
tion will take place next Wednesday. 
In the meantime J. M. Carter, while 
he is free on the first charge, will be 
kept in jail until he can be examined 
on the latter complaint. 

John Carter, who was yesterday 
held, is a young fellow, not more than 
18 years of age; but, while he is young 
in years, the officers say that he has 
done time before this. 


A New Scale Bug. 
(Pacific Rural Press:) State Horti- 
cultural Quarantine Officer Alexander 
Craw discovered a new species of scale 
bug Tuesday upon some trees and 
shrubs which came from India upon the 
steamer’ Peking last Saturday. The 
scale has never been in California be- 
fore, but isthe kind that attacks all 
citrus fruit trees. It is a wax scale 
called cerioplastis, smailer and darker 
colored than the wax scales received 
from Florida ind Japan. As the trees 
are of great value to the State .they 
will be thoroughly disinfected instead 
of being destroyed. They were sent to 
Dr. Rabe, who has been traveling exten- 
sively in India, China and Japan. Dr. 
Rabe isnowin Honolulu on his way 
here. When he arrives the plants will 
be presented to him by the State Uni- 
versity. Shipments of plants from the 
Orient are very rare now that the 
weather has become warm. These 
plants came in a specially prepared 
case, which is just like a small green- 
house. They arrived in excellent con- 
dition. Mr. Craw says that after disin- 
fectioa there will be no danger from the 


scale, and he considers the plants of’ 


considerable economic value, and is 
therefore anxious that they should be 
preserved. 


Curing Prunes. 

(California Fruit Grower:) Dipping 
the fruit in a strong alkaline solution 
to crack the skin;~and thus facilitate 
drying and curing, has been the general 
practice of California prune-growers. 
W. H. Aiken, ‘the well-known Santa 
Cruz mountain prune-grower, has 
adopted a device which may prove a 
great improvement over the customary 
lv treatment. This device consists in 
an ingenious arrangement of numerous 
needle points, over which the fresh 
fruit is passed in the operation of grad- 
ing. These needle points puncture the 
skin in a great many places, thus allow- 
ing the moisture to escape readily and 
leaving the fruit in a better condition, 
as Mr. Aiken believes, than by the lye 
treatment. We believe the device has 
been patented by Mr. Burrell of San 
Jose. 


Weigh the Milk. 

Find out by weighing and testing the 
milk whether the cow is paying for her 
food or not. If she is, increase it and 
find out how much more she will pay 
for at the same rate. If she is not, try 
how much miore it is necessary to give 
her before 1 pay. It is the excess 
over the amount needed to sustain life 
that #he pays for, and while there is a 
limit to the amount she can profitably 


consume, there are few feeders who 
reach that limit with a properly-mixed.

The latest proposition called out by 
the financial stringeney is that the 
United States shall guarantee deposi- 
tors in the national banks under cer- 
tain conditions \ bill will probabiy 
be introduced in the Senate by’ Hunton 
of West Virginia. which enacts as fol- 
lows: 

“Section 1 Every national bank 
isting and doing business at the daie 
ofthe passage of this act shall, as soon 
as practicable thereafter, report. in 
writing its-true financial condition to 
the Secretary of the Treasury, and if 
found by said Secretary to be in a 
solvent condition, the deposits there- 
after made in such bank in good faith 
in due course of business by persons 
not officers of the bank, nor stockhold- 
ers in the corporation doing banking 
business, shall be, and they are hereby 
guaranteed by the United States, paid 
to depositors, or their lawful assigns, 
or transferees, when drawn by draft 
or check, but no person shall be al- 
lowed to overdraw his account in any 
manner. 


“Sec, 2. To indemnify the United 
States from loss of the guarantee given 
and made in the first section of this 
act an annual tax is hereby levied on 
all deposits hereafter made in banks 
described in this act, equal to one- 
fourth of 1 per cent. of said deposits, 
and said tax shall be paid to the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury on the last day 
of each month of the year on the de- 
pesits of that month.”

national banks to issue notes to the 
face value of bonds deposited may 


mean much more than appears on its 
face. Apparently it would allow an 
increase of not more than $20,000,000 
in the amount of the notes in circula- 


triple the present 
aminer says: 


“With the existing limit of 90 per 
cent. of the par value of bonds it is 
impossible for the profits on circulation 
to go beyond a certain figure. The 
interest on the capital invested cannot 
zo much above 10 per cent. in 
most favorable circumstances, and may 
fall considerably below that point. 
Hence there is no great inducement 
for the banks to issue notes, and many 
do not do it. 

“If it were possible to buy bonds at 
par, and to issue their full value in 
notes, a bank with a capital of $100,- 
00 could do business of any number 
of millions, and its profits would run 
up into the hundreds per cent. It 
could deposit $100,000 in bonds, issue 
$10¢,000 in notes, use the notes to buy 
another $100,000 in bonds, deposit these 
as security for another $100,000 in notes, 
and keep up the operation indefinitely. 
Unfortunately, the only bonds that can 
be boughs at par are the 2 per cents, 
of which there are only about $25,000,- 
000 outstanding. The great mass of 
banking operations must be based on 
the 4 per cents, which are now selling 
at 108, and would undoubtedly go up 
if the proposed legislation should be 
adopted. With these the possible 
* profits of note issues might reach 
per cent’ on the original investment. 

“The total amount of bonds now out- 
Standing is $585,000,000. If all these 
Were to be utilized as a basis for note 
circulation to their face value, the 
amount of national bank notes out- 
standing could be increased from $172,- 
000,000, as it stand at the close of last 
year, to $585,000,.000—a gain of over 
$400,000,000. Of course, some of the 
bonds are In private hands, and could 
not be obtained by the banks except 
ata high premium.”

" It is well known that the sctence of 
i surgery has made a wonderful advance 


within the past quarter of a century. 

Operations are now successfully per-

The California League Formally 
Expires. 


Baseball in This Section Throttied and Laid 
to Rest Without Any Possible 
Hope of Resurrection 
This Year. 


The California Baseball League is 
no more, no less. 


San Francisco team has been 
paid off and discharged by Manager 
Harris, and dhe Los Angeles team has 
finally given up the ghost, and eight of 
its individual members hav@ departed 
for pastures new. Borchers and 
Wright are still in the city, but it is 
reported that the former leaves the 
city today. Borchers’s destination is 
unknown, but no doubt he will finally 
gravitate toward the New York league 
team. 

The Oakland and Sacramento teams 
are still intact, but their digintegra- 
tion, under the peculiar circumstances 
cf the case, is but a matter of time. 

Last Thursday’s Chronicle devotes a 
portion of its space to the baseball situ- 
ation. The article is undoubtedly cor- 
rect, except in one particular. The 
statement that President Wieland tele- 
graphed to the Los Angeles club ask- 
ing about the boys’ future movements 
is incorrect, insofar as the club itself 
is concerned. Such a telegram may 
have been sent to Ex-Manager Ham- 
mond, but certainly Lytle, McCauley, 
Borchers and the balance of the team 
at that time in Los Angeles knew 
nothing of such a message. As a mat- 
ter of fact, Lytle and McCauley had 
sent many telegrams to the officers of 
the league, and for several days pati- 
ently awaited replies. None came to 
them, and, finally, getting tired of 
waiting, they left Los Angeles for the 
East. Otherwise,.the Chronicle, in the 
article, ‘speaks by the 
card:” 

“The directors of the California Base- 
ball League met yesterday and accom- 
plished the destruction of their organ- 
ization. It was an adjourned meeting 
from the day before, and it was ex- 
pected that some favorable~ communi- 
cation would be received from the Los 
Angeles club in reply to President Wie- 
land's telegraphic message, which was 
sent south to determine the attitude of 
the citrus belt aggregation toward con- 
tinuing the season. But Los Angeles 
did not come to the rescue of the 
league, and what little hope the North- 
ern managers may have entertained to-. 
ward effecting a reorganization of the 
league is now dissipated. ty 

“The ten players of the San Fran- 
cisco team, who have been living on 
nothing more substantial than hope for 
a week past, will be paid up in full 
today by Manager Harris, who will 
pack away his uniforms in a dry goods 
box at the league office until such time 
as the organization of another baseball 
league is deemed feasible. 

“The Los Angeles club is already dis- 
banded, and Capt. Glenalvin has gone 
East to look for a position in a more 
substantial league. Manager Gieschen 
of, the Oakland team and Manager 
Moore of the Sacramentos have not 
yet determined what to do with their 
baseball teams, but expect to know by 
today. .They are trying to arrange a 
series of games between the two clubs, 
part of the games to be played in Sac- 
ramento, and the remainder in Oak- 
land and San Francisco. It seems prob- 
able that the proposition will be carried 
through, and it ought to be a paying 
venture, as the managers would not be 
under very great expense in the matter 
of railroad fares. 

“‘Los Angeles was the death of the 
league. Patronage fell off in the South- 
ern Citrus Belt, and those managers 
who tried to run the team on a paying 
basis made a fizzle of it. Finally the 
situation grew so bad that the North- 
ern clubs refused to go south unless 
given a guarantee of $100 over ex- 
penses, and the failure of Manager 
Hammond to give a guarantee to Sac- 
ramento was the break that caused all 
the trouble. 

“The California league is now prac- 
tically out of existence, and the cham- 
pionship season is at an end. But 
there is a possibility that the people of 
San Francisco may see some good ball 
before the year is over. Inducements 
are being offered to several National 
League clubs to come to the Coast to 
play a winter series."

Tourists 


Promise Sufficient Pilgrims for 
a Special Car. ~— 


The Latest of All the Wild Chicago 
Schemes. 


A Combination of Great Northern and North- 
ern Pacific—Santa Fe Finances— 
General and Local 
Notes. 


The attendance at the Chamber of 
Commerce meeting last hight was 
greater than that of a week ago, and 
there was even a larger number of 
passenger agents. Ex-Mayor Hazard 
presided as usual, and in the debates 
over routes and rates kept excellent 
order. Some members were vociferous 
in their demand for the promised low 
rates, and many expressed various 
preferences of routes for the Chamber 
of Commerce excursion to travel over. 
The result of all was a motion to place 
the whole matter in the hands of a 
committee with power to act. This 
prevailed, and a committee of nine 
was named, comprising H. T. Hazard, 
A. L. Bath, W. A. Bingham, Dr, G. W. 
Burleigh, Charles E. Day, J. B. Lank- 
ershim, S. Hutton, Robert McGarvin 
and Z. L. Parmelee. This committee 
will deal with the railroad people, 
secure the best possible rates, decide 
on the route, and the other members 
of the chamber will accept the choice— 
or go some other way. The. special 
train will go as the committee dictates, 
anyway, and of the 150 prospective pas- 
sengers booked, it may be expected 
that two-thirds of them will go with 
the crowd. The passenger agents did 
not specifically name a rate, but told 
the meeting that the expected $80 rate 
would surely be authorized before -the 
time of the excursion’s departure, Sep- 
tember 2, or not later than the 4th. It 
will be properly arranged in due time 
so that the passengers can go one way 
and return by another, at their op- 
tion. The passenger agents present 
were: Charles H. White, Southern 
Pacific; G. F. Herr, Union Pacific; T. 
H. Duzan, Burlington; F. W. Thomp- 
son, Rock Island; H. I. Thompson, 
H. K. Gregory, G. F. Tincher, C. P. 
Hyde and E. W. Magee, Santa Fe. 

CHIMERICAL SCHEME. 

Railroad officials in Chicago think a 
proposition advanced by Maj. J. G. 
Pangborn for turning the World’s Fair 
grounds after the close of the fair into 
a grand central passenger depot—the 
grandest in the world—too impractic- 
able to be worthy of consideration. 
Maj. Pangborn’s idea is that the Manu- 
factures building might be transformed 
into a central depot proper, while the 
other buildings could be used for vari- 
ous railroad purposes. Railroad men 
see too many difficulties in the way to 
allow of such a scheme being consid- 
ered. The diversified locations of the 
roads entering the city are such that 
no one station could be used by them 
all. The fair grounds could not be ob- 
tained at any price if such a scheme 
were otherwise practicable. No money 
could be secured.at present to carry 
out the proposed enterprise, and alto- 
gether it is considered impracticable 
and impossible. 

RATE MAKING. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 18.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The Union Pacific today 
gave notice that on next Sunday it 
will put into effect a $25 first-class, 
and an $18 second-class rate from Mis- 
souri River points to Butte, Helena, 
Portland and Spokane. The California 
rate committee has submitted a propo- 
sition to the Western roads to make 
a rate of $70 selling and $65 basing rate 
from California to the Missouri River. 
This would make the rate to Chicago 
a trifle under $80.

The natives of that country have a 
novel wav of preventing die back, or 
at least preventing the roots from, 
reaching the sub-soil. which is ad- 
mitted by them to be fatal. In plant- 
ing the trees they excavate quite a 
large hole and pave the bottom of it 
with stones. The writer in question 
thinks this is the proper plan, and 
quotes in support of his theory from 


lows: “The planters of these days 
possessed of the modern secret of pre- 
ventine the roots of the trees from 
penetrating the till, and compelling 
them to spread in a lateral direction. 
by placing paving stones beneath the 
treés when first planted. so as to in- 
terpose between their fibers and the 
sub-soil.”’ 

What would a Florida orange-grower 
think if he had to pave the bottom of 
his holes. As stones are not very 
pientiful, he would probably have to 
use brick at $10 per thousand, which 
would diz auite an extensive hole in 
his future possible profits. 


Managements of Pigs.. 

Prof. Henry contrjbutes an article on 
this subject tothe Live Stock Report, 
in which he says: 

Properly managed, I believe no farm 
animals are less subject to disease than 
hogs Inthe hope of he!ping to disect 
the attention of some to a more rational 
system of handling, let me call atten- 
tion to two points: First, just so far as 
possible keep all swine, young and old, 
upon fresh ground and away from farm 
buildings. There is no need whatever 
of keeping hogs in the barnyards, hog- 
yards, or in Quarters where they must 
be accommodated in winter, during the 
summer months. For several vears 
past, here at the experiment station, 
we have kept all hogs, even brood sows, 
away from nearthe farm buildings in 

mmer time, and have tound the prac- 

ce very satisfactory from almost 
every standpoint. Of course it is trou- 
blesome to feed inthe field, but the gains 
are too large to go back tothe old sys- 
tem. Iron pipe is cheap, and water can 
be carried out into the feed lot at 
small cost. We have a small light 
building which holds the feed, and can 
be locked. This~ building is easily 
placed on the stone boat and drawn to 
a new point when the ground becomes 
filthy in its vicinity. A barrel on 
wheels carries water for mixing with 
the feed from the hydrant. In some of 
our experiments we are obliged to con- 
fine the hogs to limited areas. In this 
case we still keep out in the field, hav- 
ing movable pens, and use a few boards 
to protectthem from the sun and rain. 
Pens a couple of rods square are made 
in which six or eight hogs are kept. 
When the ground becomes foul the 
pens are changed to anew place. Un- 
der this system the fields are fertilized 
‘in an admirable manner without loss 
of material or wasteoftime. As swine 
are usually kept about buildings, a 
large portion of the hog manure is us- 
ually wasted. If protected from cold 
rains and from the hot suns it is sur- 
prising to see how healthful and. con- 
tented hogs are under this manage- 
ment. Our hogs go out early in the 
spring, and atthis writing, with over 
seventy headon hand, from suckling 

gsuptoa bunch weighing over four 
hundred pounds each, not an animal is 
near our farm buildings. Very soon, 


into what we call winter quarters. 

The second point is to still kee, the 
hogs on the ground when they go into 
winter quarters. This we manage in 
two ways—one plan is to use small 
sleeping pens, six toeight feet square 
and ‘five feet in height, the sides so 
fastened as to be movable. Setthis in 
a dry place, seeing that the earth is 
high enough inside that no water shall 
runin, Change the bedding frequently. 
We have found that in our climate hogs 
live comfortably within this pen, hav- 
ipg a single thickness of boards. They 
feed from troughs in the op2n air, and 
have a run in the grass-covered lot. 
Hogs have universally done well under 
these conditions. 

Other lots of hogs have-been kept 
entirely under cover with satisfaction. 
in this case the hogs lie on the ground, 
and adioining the bedding place, but sep- 
arated from it by a six-inch plank set on 
edge,is where the droppings accumulate. 
The manure is removed weekly and the 
place thoroughly cleaned, after which the 
old bedcing is thrown over into the space 
and new bedding on the ground where thie 
hogs sleep. At feeding time they pass 
through a gateway to a plank floor, 
where grain is fed from ja trough. Our 
hogs, kept thus on the ground, but un- 
der cover and confined, have always 
done well, with a minimum amount of 
ailment. Our most pretentious place 
for keeping hogs, the so-called ‘‘hog- 
house,’’ has proven so unsatisfactory 
that we are about to teat out that por- 
tion where the hogs have slept and 
build over according to our present 
ideas. In this pen there isa plank floor 
in the sleeping-room, raised from the 
ground, and the ceiling of the shed is 
low. We shall tear out the plank floor 
and enlarge the room so as to be about 
twelve feet wide and eighty in length. 
There will be aspace about eight feet 
wide for the bogs to sleep in, adjoining 
which will be a second space for the 
droppings, separated by a six-inch plank 
set on edge, then a partition, and the 
plan repeated. The walls will be double 
boarded, with chaff between: the 
ceiling will be about nine feet high, 
with windows high up for ventilation 
and light. As before stated, there will 
be no plank floor in this place, but the 
hogs willlie directly on the ground, 
with a straw bedding under them, of 
course. Thespace for the droppings 
will be cleaned out weekly, and a large 
amount of valuable manure secured. 
Under this system a good deal of_earth 
will be removed each winter to the 
fields along with the manure. When 
the hogs go out in the spring to remain 
in the pasture fields allsummer, we 
shill clean the sleeping-room out thor- 
oughly, hauling away severai loads of 
earth that has been under and about 
the sleeping place. In the fall, other 
lrads of fresh earth will be hauled in, 
and the space filled up to the natural 
level. We shall see to it carefully that 
there are no stone foundations for the 
hogs to lie against, for such are ‘‘death’”’ 
to hcgs in themselves in our climate.

Feeding the Soil. 

(Exchange:) French agricuitural 
scientists are hotly engaged ‘n the 
question, not of feeding stock, but of 
feeding the soil. In other words, 
how best to manure land to tnatntain 
its fertility. There are three schoois 
represented. One maintains that barn- 
yard manure alone suffices; the cther 
mineral fertilizers simply are 
adequate; while the third asserts that 
the barnyard manure ought vo be com- 
plemented by the mineral agents. 

The latter view is the one generally 
accepted. The eoil is viewed as a rock, 
at which plants feed. Huinus im as 
necessary asthe laboratory wherein the 
transformation of foods for plants is 
effected, and prepared for assimilation. 
It is a requisite then to keep up the 
store of organic matter in the ecil, and 
that barnyard manure contribites to 
secure. But the latter does not con- 
tain sufficient elements of feriility ito 
produce heavy crops, nor is its action 
uniformly beneficial for every soil or 
for dissimilar plants. 

It is here where the role of mineral 
fertilizers comes into play by supplying 
nitrates, phosphates and alkalis accord- 
ing as the demand for them may be 
special and peculiar to the soil and its 


vegetaton. Farmyard manure alone 
can postpone but cannot prevent the 
ultimate exhaustion of the soil. Nor 


can the employment of mineral fer- 
tilizers prevent the soil's exhaustion if 
the supply of humus is not kept up. 
If the soil be naturally rich in organic 
matter, as is the case with the commer- 
cial kitchen gardens around Paris, min- 
eral manures can be employed singly 
for several years. Alone organic and 
artificial manures are insufficient. Com- 
bine their action then for the main- 
tenance of fertility and large returns 
of produce. 

It is in this direction that farmers are 
moving. There is quite a mania set- 
ting in for the plowing under of green 
crops to swell the amount of humus in 
the soil, and a rage for gypsum applica- 
tions, the latter being wholly inex- 
plicable. 

Closelv allied to this subiect is the 
application of mineral fertilizers to 
the growth of vegetables. the latter 
being now cultivated in field gardens 
as verv remunerative branch of 
horticulture. In the south of France, 
where early vegetables are extensively 
cultivated for the markets of Paris 
and London. stable manure is scarce. 
Cultivators now rely, not on beds of 
the latter. but on cotton seed cake, 
some at the‘rate of one to two tons per 
acre. This manure not onlv augments 
the vield of vegetables. and most 
markedlv of spring potatoes, but se- 
cures their maturity three weeks 
earlier. 

One ton of the cotton seed cake con- 
tains fortv-seven pounds of phosphoric 
acid. eighty pounds of nitrogen and 
thirtv-three pounds of potash. It is 
to these fertilizers then that the ac- 
tion of the cake is due—not to the 
organic matter, as it would require 
twentv-four tons of farmvard manure 
per acre to supply the same quantity 
of phosphoric acid, etc., as exists in 
one ton of the cake. ‘

Excitement Over the Bohn [lur- 


der Continues. 


Possibility of Trouble Lessened by Button 
Being Held for Murder—Rediands 
Will Regulate the Sal- 
vation Army. 


The excitement caused by the mur- 
der of Gustav Bohn by C. M. Button 
in the mountains last Sunday, con- 
tinues in San Bernardino with little 
abatement, though the decision of Jus- 
tice Wright to hold Button. to answer 
before the Superior Court to the 
charge of murder, has lessened the 
possibility of a lynching taking place. 
But the German population had be- 
come very much wrought up over the 
affair, as Bohn was a general favorite, 
whose house was always open to 
whomsoever might wish to use it. 
There was some talk of relieving the 
State of the expense of a trial by 
by means of the hemp. Therefore, as 
a precautionary measure, Jailer New- 
ton Brown swore in twelve deputies 
on Thursday evening, and placed them 
in the County Jail, all armed with 
Winchesters and shotguns. But no 
attempt was made at getting Button 
out, and it is thought that none will 
be made. Dist.-Atty. Sprecher em- 
ployed Bledsoe & Hutchins as special 
counsel to conduct the prosecution for 
the State, and Byron Waters de- 
fended Button. 

ENGINE UPSET. 

At 8:45 Friday morning, as freight 
train No. 116 on the Southern Cali- 
fornia Railway, was pulling into the 
depot, it split the switch at the Third 
street crossing, and the engine fol- 
lowed the curve, running to the other 
side of the belt track. As soon as 
the engine passed the switch sprung 
back and the tender and the rest of 
the train followed the main track 
toward the station. The engine was 
thrown from the track, and turned to 
the left upon its side. Nothing else 
left the track save the forward truck 
of the tender. It was engine No. 
5, the largest in the Southern Call- 
fornia division, weighing about ninety- 
five tons. The engine was righted 
and back on the track by the middle 
of the afternoon. Very little dam- 
age was done, and no one was hurt. 
Through trains on the loop ran around 
by the northern side.

REDLANDS. 

According to instructions from the 
city trustees, an ordinance has been 
prepared by the City Attorney and 
presented to the board for the promo- 
tion of safety in travel upon the pub- 
lic highways in the city of Redlands. 


The frightening of horses by the beat- 


ing of drums upon the streets by the 
Salvation Army was the primary cause 
leading to the framing of this “ordi- 
nance. The ordinance is very specific 
in its designation of what shall not 
be done, and should it be enforced to 
the letter one may expect the streets 
of Redlands to take on the aspect of a 
New England village, save for the bus- 
tle of business, which cannot be elimi- 
nated from a live city like this. 

The ordinance prohibits the beating 
of drums, ringing of bells, blowing of 
horns or trumpets, or making a noise 
with any other sounding. instrament 
upon the streets of Redlands without 
first securing a permit from the presi- 
dent of the Board of City Trustees, 
who may grant such rmit when, in 
his judgment, the public safety is not 
endangered thereby, and shall specify 
in such permit at what time or times 
the same applies, and for such time 
only shall the sounds be made. It is 
probable that the ordinance will re- 
ceive several important amendments 
before its paSsage. Not only the Sal- 
vation Army, but the city band, auc- 
tioneers and citizens generally are 
much interested.

Crops and Markets. 

The latest crop bulletin of the South- 
ern California weather service reports 
that the warmest weather of the sea- 
son prevailed the week ending August 
16, the temperature at Los Angeles 
averaging 2% deg. daily above the 
normals, and the excess at San Diego 
nearly 1% deg. daily. No rain fell 
in any of these districts, none i# ©x- 
pected at this season, and none is de- 
sired on account of fruit-drying, which 
is in active progress in every direc- 
tion. Clear weather prevailed except 
some foggy mornings in the bean sec- 
tions, which were desirable for this 
crop. Fruit ripened rapidly and the 
markets are supplied with fruits of 
every variety. 

Abnormally low prices prevail for 
products generally; dried apricots, the 
finest that-.have been cured for sea- 
sons, are almost going begging for 
buyers. Quite a large shipment was 
reported from Santa Ana at 7 cents 
a pound, which is about half the usual 
price realized by driers. Grain and 
hay are bringing low prices, and large 
quantities are bejgg stored in expec- 
tation of better prftes later on. 

The grain and hay markets are in 
a worse condition if possible than last 
week. It is difficult to get any offer 
for wheat, barley or hay, and the 
banks are unwilling to lend money to 
move the crops. It does not seem pos- 
sible that prices can go much lower 
for these products. People who have 
barley are often advised to feed it to 
hogs. Many of them would be very 
glad to do so, but the trouble is that 
they cannot get the hogs. 

The fruit market is also in a de- 
pressed condition. One of the lead- 
ing commission houses of Los Angeles 
has ceased shipping deciduous fruits 
from this section to the East, be- 
cause satisfactory prices cannot be ob- 
tained. 

The’ statement recently made in 
these columns that deciduous fruits 
raised in Southern California are fre- 
quently inferior, in some respects, to 
the northern product is confirmed in 
many quarters. Take, for instance 
Muscat grapes. A carload was shippeu 
from Southern California to Chicago 
recently, and sold at 60 cents per box 
‘of twenty-five pounds. After paying 
48 cents for freight and refrigerator, 
and 1&,cents for the crate and packing, 
this brings the shipper out 6 cents in 
debt, witheut making any allowance 
for picking, ete. At about the same 
time a carload of Muscat grapes from 
the northern part of the State was 
sold in Chicago at 90 cents, and an- 
other carload’‘in Minneapolis at $1.05. 
The proof of the quality is in the mar- 
keting. It would be well for Southern 
Califernia growers to investigate this 
question thoroughly. There seems to 
be no go reason why we should not 
be able to raise as good deciduous 
fruit ,down here as in the northern 
part of the State, although some claim 
that our cliniate, which is so excellent 
for human beings, is not so well 
adapted to bringing some varieties of 
fruit to! perfection. They say that the 
cool nights, which we find so pleasant, 
are a drawback in retarding the ripen- 
ing of fruit. In the North the nights 
are warm—in fact there is more or 
less of a uniform heat throughout the 
twenty-four hours, and this is sup- 
posed by some to be as necessary for 
the ripening of fruit as it is for the 
hatching of eggs. It may be that our 
growers have not yet mastered the 
art of selecting and packing fruit, 
which has reached great perfection in 
the northern part of the State. 

A Chicago circular of recent date re- 
ports a growing scarcity of lemons, 
and the prospect of high prices im the 
near future. There is some talk of 

uarantining Siciiy iemons, owing to 

e cholera in Italy. 

California fruit was sold in Chicago 
on Thursday at the following prices: 
Bartlett pears, $1.20 to $1.40; Crawford 
peaches, 80c. to 95c.; Susquehanna 
peaches, 80c. to 95c.; Foster peaches, 
S5e. to $1; red mectarines, 80c. to $1.05; 
Muscat grapes, half crates, 65c. to $1; 
Rose de Peru, half crates, 65c. to 90c.; 
Tokay grapes, half crates, $1.60; Colum- 
bia plums, 80c. to $1.25; egg plums, 80c. 
to $1.25; green gage plums, Tic. to 95c. 

It appears ihat our growers will 
have to rely largely on drying their 
fruit this season and holding it, when- 
ever they can do so, until better prices 
are offered. 


Fruit Drying Under Glass. 

A Los Angeles correspondent of the 
Call tells of a new device for drying 
fruit under glass or thin cotton cloth, 
which he says was originated by C. J. 
Calkins. of this city, who, however, 
claims no patent upon his idea. 

Glass cases about 6x8 feet in surface 
measurement and about eight inches 
in depth are provided for the fruit, 
which is laid on two trays. The trays 
are placed on rollers in such a way 
that they may be inclined toward the 
sun’s rays as the sun changes. 

Mr. Calkins’s experiments prove that 
the glass cases conserve the heat of 
the sun to a considerable extent and 
increase its intensity almost twofold. 
When the normal temperature is 60 
deg. the sun shining on these glass 
cases increases the interior tempera- 
ture to 80 deg. And the rate of in- 
creased interior temperature is cumu- 
lative, so that an outside temepera- 
ture of say 100 deg. would make a 
temperature inside,the glass of fully 
or more than 150 deg. , 

Though the glass cases are more ex- 
pensive than the dry mother earth, 
they are not nearly so expensive as 
the evaporators. Nor do they perform 
their work as quickly as the evapor- 
ators can. But the difference in the 
cost of the two plants—to say nothing 
of the fuel necessary for the quick 
work of the evaporator—more than

compensates for the slowness of the” 


glass process. And the slowness is 
only relative Mr Calkins has proved. 
It is a far quicker process than that 
of earth-drying. far cleaner, far safer 
and surer, and very much cheaper 
than the evaporator process. . 

Mr. Calkins says his device is par- 
ticularly adapted to places where the 
sunshine is_intermittent. During the 
absence of the sun for a time, at least, 
the drying process continues under the 
influences oONthe heat stored up in the 


glass cases, and the fruit itself is not | 


subjected to the ravages of worms or 
to the influences of moisture at night 
or incipient showers in the daytime. 
The danger of burning the fruit un- 
der the glass cases when the sun is 
very hot, is obviated by ventilators. 
California fruit-growers are’ rapidly 
coming to the conclusion that if they 
wish to be in a measure independent of 
glutted markets and the rapacity of 
middlemen, they must dry their, own 
fruit, and hold it until advantageous

satisfactory method of drying fruit. 
Sun-dried fruit needs great care to pre- 
vent its becoming dirty or worm-in- 
fested during: the process, while, as to 
evaporators, no permanently successful 
machine has yet been found. The 
method above described appears to 
form a satisfactory solution of the dif- 
ficulty. Where growers cannot afford 
to use glass, they might adopt the cot- 
ton cloth, which is almost as effective 
as glass in storing heat, as anyone may 
discover by spending an hour in a 
closed tent on a warm summer day. 


An Extravagant People. 

During a recent discussion in San 
Francisco, W. H. Mills, who is ‘‘chock”’ 
full of good ideas, pointed out the fact 
that Californians are too apt to nez- 
lect the opportunities they have to 
make use of the results of scientific 
research and experiments in other 
lands. He referred to the statement 
of a German professor, Mr. Solomon, 
who recently visited this coast in the 
interest of the tanning industry. He 
said that the Americans are the most 
extravagant people in the world, us- 
ing the resources at their command 
with a lavishness that has no regard 
for the future, and neglecting to de- 
velop resources which it would cost 
nothing to foster. In illustration of 


this Mr. Solomon pointed to the. con- 


tinual use of oak bark, which contains 
from 8 to 13 per cent. of tannic. acid, 
in preference to cultivating golden wat- 
tles or. acacias, which will grow on 
forest il and in marshy ground, and 
contains 32 per cent. of tannic acid. 
In Germany the lack of oak bark has 
required scientific research, and there 
acacia is used. ; 

This is only one of the many_in- 
stances in which Southern California 
farmers and land-owners show their ex- 
travagance and” lack of appreciation of 
the many advantages which a_ bougti- 
ful nature has provided for their. use 
in this favored section. By the time 
that we begin to fully utilize the re- 
sources of Southern California a man 
who owns twenty acres of land will 
looked upon as a ‘“‘bloated monopo- 

st.’’ 


A Vexatious Patent. 

TUSTIN, Aug. 15.—(To the Editor of 
The Times.) As your valuable paper is 
largely circulated among the orange- 
growers, could we ask you to give us 
some light upon one of the dark sides 
of the citrus-growing industry, which 
will help to settle the problem that 
now confronts us? For instance, many 
of our orchards are infested more or 
less with the red scale, and the process 
of fumigating the trees seems to be the 
most effective remedy to control them. 
I had just purchased the material, and 
engaged men to come in and fumigate 

y citrus trees, when I received the 
ollowing communication:

I am informed thatthe only processes 
these parties claim jo have patented is 
the fact of their doibg the work in the 
night-time, but it , 
strated over and over 
a cool day with a moist “atmosphere, 
we can do equally as good work at mid- 
day as at midnight; while¢if the work 
is done on a hot night, with a dry 
desert atmosphere prevailing, we will 
burn the fruit and leaves from nearly 
every tree that is covered. 

Though fully convinced that under 
their patent these parties have nothing 
to sell, I have paid the royalty de- 
manded rather than submit to the an- 
noyance and delay of an injunction, 
which the attorney said they should is- 
sue to prevent my doing any further 
work. 

I find that these parties are proceed- 
ing on a “still hunt’’ in this matter, 
and that a half dozen or more of my 
neighbors are being treated the same 
as myself, and probably another batch 
will be served next week. 

We believe there is no real poe in 
the demands, Aut think it cheaper to 
pay than to suffer the endless expense 
and delays which the cotirts allow, and 
attorneys can invent, especially if 
working for a contingent fee, until they 
can wear out a person and make him 
glad to settle an almost any terms. 
This matter is working much damage 
to thé citrus industry, as many grow- 
ers will refuse, or cannot afford to pay 
the royalty demanded, and will negggct 
to properly clean their orchards, so 
that the pests from their trees will be 
spreading over those which have been 
cleaned. It is to the interest of all 
fruit-growers to have this business set- 
tled, and though I have already paid 
the fees demanded, I will ghdly join 
an organization and pay my proportion 
to have this claim contested and its 
legality decided.

A flourishing Community. 


Outside of Redlands and _ perhaps

Almost everything in the line of 
Southern California products is raised 
around Fullerton, from oranges to 
wool.

Direct to Europe.

Porter of the great Porter ranch near 
San Fernando has chartered an Amer- 
ican vessel to load grain for the United 
Kingdom at San Pedro. As soon as 
the Nicaragua Canal shall have been 
completed the departing of a vessel 
from San Pedro to Europe loaded to 
the gunwales with wheat, and barley, 
and oil, and fruit, and nuts will be 
an almost every-day occurrence. We 
have all those things, and Europe 
wants them, but it costs too much to 
get them there. 


To Cure Peaches for Market. 

(California Fruit Grower:) A _ sub- 
scriber at Walnut Creek announces that 
he has an immense crop of peaches, 
and asks tor advice astothe best way 
to peel and dry his fruit for market. 

Not knowing the acreage, condition 
or exposure of his orchards or the va- 
rieties of peaches and a number of 
other elements entering the problem, 
it would be impossible for us to give 
detailed advice concerning all the 
operations of gathering and preparing 
his crop. 

We assume, however, that our corre- 
spondent especially desires informa- 
tion about peeling and drying. 

These questions may be answéred in 
a general way in one sentence: Peel 
by machines or by hand and dry in the 
sun. Concerning the best machines 
for peeling peaches, we are advised 
that Scott’s rotary knife parer, for 
sale by Baker & Hamilton of this city, 
is one of the very best. In default of 
satisfactory machines, women and girls 
may be emploved with good resuits. 
Do not use lye to Joosen the skin, is 
the advice of those who secure the best 


results. If raisin trays are avail- 
able, they can .be used for dry- 
ing. It is possible such 


travs may be hired before the raisin 
season begins, if it is not desirable to 
manufacture them for future use in-the 
peach orchard. A very good tray is 
made of well-seasoned shooks half-inch 
thick, six inches in width and three feet 
long nailed to strong end pieces, mak- 
ing cthe finished tray two by three feet 
in dimension. This is the ordinary 
raisin tray, and is found convenient for 
drying other fruits as well as grapes. 
The drying grounds should be smooth 
and as free from dust as possible; and, 
throughout the entire operations of 
handling the fruit, the utmost cleanli- 
nesf should be observed. Tothisend the 
employment of women is very desira- 
ble. Of course, men should be em- 
ployed to handle loaded trays and do 
the heavy work. Most orchardists con- 
sider it necessary to suiphur their fruit 
before drying, and in that case appli- 
ances for the purpose must be secured. 
In this matter we commend the sugges- 
tions made by Byron Jackson, published 
a short time since in the California 
Fruit Grower, though other methods 
are in use and may be easily adopted. 

The relative prices of peeled and un- 
peeled fruit would determine to a great 
extent whethera part or the whole 
be peeled. If the fruit is dried with- 
out peeling the cost of preparation is 
much less, since the operation of cut- 
ting and pitting by machines is rapidly 
done, thus reducing the labor cust to a 
minimum.

The wild oranges of the Society Isl- 
ands, which are now an important arti- 
cle of export, owe their origin partly to 
Capt. Cook, who brought to London 
slips from Brazil, and partly to the 
early missionaries from the Australian 
colonies, who introduced another vari- 
ety. 

A recent report te the Viticultural 
Commissioners from Alameda county 
states there are nearly 700 acres of 
vinevard on resistant roots, and of these 
about two thirds are riparia. Nearly 
the whole resistant acreage is now in 
bearing. 

The Rochester Fruit Company of 
Rochester, San Bernardino county, is 
putting up an extensive plant for can- 
ning, drying and handling fruit on the 
co-operative plan, in which nearly all 
all fruit growers of the vicinity are in- 
terested.

PESTS AND DISEASES.

The Red Spider. 

H. Koopman sends The Times a prune 
leaf infested with a pest which, he 
says, destroys his young prune trees. 
The pest is commonly known as the red 
spider. Itinfests a great 
different kinds of plants, both wild and 
cultivated, usually living beneath a web, 
which it spins for the evident purpose 
of protecting itself against the attacks 
of its insect enemies. Citrus trees are 
very subject to the attacks of this past 
and stone fruits among the deciduous 
trees appear to be more subject to its 
attacks than are the pip fruits. En. 
lish walnut trees also sometimes suffer 
severely from its attacks. 

Perhaps the best remedy to use for 
the destruction of this pest is the resin 
wash, composed of twenty pounds of 
resin, five pounds of 70 per cent. 
caustic soda, three pints of fish oil 
and water sufficient to make 100 gal- 
lonss These ingredients should be 
boiled in about twenty gallons of wa- 
ter, the boiling to be continued until 


the solution will dilute perfectly with. 


water: after which the balance of the 
water is added, and the mixture is ready 
to be sprayed uponthetrees. This has 


| been used on peach, prune and walnut 


trees, as well as on orange trees, with- 
out producing any*injury to the leaves 
or fruit. 


Rust in Wheat. 

(American Cultivator:) An experi- 
ment made in France for the treatment 
of rust in wheatis said to have been 
successful. Ona field of one-half acre 
one balf was sprayed with a solution of 
four and one-half pounds of sulphate of 
copper and six. and three-quarters 
pounds sulphate of soda dissolved in two 
gallons of water. The sprayed portion 
produced at the rate of thirty-six bush- 
els per acre, with clean, white straw, 
while theother produced only twenty- 
two bushels per acre, with a very rusty 
black straw. This would be at the rate 
of cighteen pounds of copper sulphate 
and twenty-seven pounds of soda sul- 
phate to eight gallons of water per 
acre, and a gain of fourteen bushels of 
wheat. ; 


Almost every poultry writer is ready 
to assert that keeping grain always 
before the fowls, so that they may help 
themselves when they please, wili make 
them too fattolay. This may be true 
of the Brahmas and Cochins, that are 
naturally lazv and disposed to fatten 
easily. It is not true of Leghorns, 
black Spanish and games. They will 
not keep still anyway, and relish their 
feed much better when they have 
scratched up some one’s garden to get 
it, and if contined with food before 
them all the time would fret themselves 
lean in their close quarters rather than 
get fat. 


The Poultry Association. 

The Los Angeles County Poultry 
Association held its seventh monthly 
meeting last Saturday evening. Mat- 
ters in connection with next show 
were discussed and the following show 
officers were elected:

Following this show will come the 
San Francisco Midwinter Poultry Show, 
at which a large number of Los Angeles 
breeders will exhibit. 

The poultrv exhibit in connection 
with the County Agricultural Society, 
will be held: October 16-20, 1893. It 
will probably be the finest exhibition of 
thoroughbreds ever held under the 
auspices of the society, as amicable 
and satisfactory arrangements have 
been entered into between the society 
and the Los Angeles County Poultry 
Association. 


Roup. 

(Pacific Rural Press:) When roup be- 
gins you will notice a watery discharge 
from the nostrils of either chickens or 
turkeys, accompanied by an offensive 
smell. In its first stage it is easily 
cured by a free use of kerosene oil. Fill 
up asmallspring-bottom oilcan, sepa- 
rate the sick fow!s from the others, put 
them inadry coop well bedded with 
straw, wash the beak and head of each 
with a little salt water, take the oilcan 
and pour some up each nostril and give 
alittle inwardly. Do this daily until 
the sick are better. or well. Sweet oil 
added to the kerosene is very good and 
makes the remedy more mild.

An article from a contemporary was 
printed in these columns, advising fruit- 
growers to keep Wees in and around 
their orchards. so as to insure the 
proper fertilization of the fruit. This 
is good advice, in its way, but the 
trouble comes in when fruit is being 
dried inthe sun. .At such times great 
swarms of bees attack the tempting 
menu, which theyseem to think has 
been prepared for their especial ben- 
efit. Fruit men around Glendale have 
petitioned the Board of Supervisors 
against the bees. 


Managing Bees. 

A writer in the American Bee Journal 
thus describes his method of managing 
his bees, which, we think, cannot be 
improved: upon as far as he gives it: 
‘When the first swarm issues, I hive it 
in a hive filled with the drawn combs 
and give them the sectioncase that was 
on the old hive or one with a few un- 
finished sections, and I never had any 
trouble in getting the bees to fill them. 

I yotothe old hive the seventh or 
eighth day after the swarm issues and 
cut out all the queen cells but one and 
inclose thatone in a queen cell pro- 
tector, giving them a case of sections 
with a few unfinished sections in the 
center; then I am not troubled with any 
more increase, and frequently I get 
from eighty to 100 pounds of surplus 
honev after the swarm issues. 


Attractive Hives. 

(AmericanCultivator:) A newswarm 
should always havea clean hive, well 
ventilated, and, if possible, provided 
with a little comb foundation, if not a 
fullsupply. In olden times it was cus- 
tomary torubthe inside of the hive 
with flowers or sweet-smelling herbs to 
make the'bees stay in it, and it may be 
done now in manv cases to good advant- 
age. We may have learned some things 
that our grandmothers! did not know, 
but there is no excuse for forgetting or 
ignoring that which they did know.

Some men have the skill and judgment 
thait enables them to so rear and feed 
their calves that they will make better 
dairy cows than they would be if brought 
up in the manner which is common 
among many farmers and stock-keepers. 
Such men also usually have good judg- 
ment in selecting the 


fodder cheaply, they would do well to 
make a business of rearing dairy cows 
for sale. There are many dairymen and 
milkmen near our cities who would much 
prefer buying cows fresh in milk when 
they need them, instead of keeping dry 
cows until they calve again. and there is 
usually a good market and good prices 
for such cows. This business need not 
necessarily take the place of dairying, 
but would make a profitable addition to it 
in the right hands. 


Dairy Notes. 


The formula for the care of milk uten- 

sils is to wash, rinse and scald in just 
that order, both before using and after- 
ward; but while after using the scalding 
should be follewed by another rinsing 
with cold water to prevent their heating 
milk or cream. Soap should be used in 
the washing, and salt in the rinsing 
water. 
A young farmer im Vetmont, who seils 
his milk at the Franklin county cream- 
ery, Says that from seventeen cows, one 
of which was farrow, and five in milk 
during the winter, he sold 11,278 pounds 
of milk at © cents per hundred pounds 
during the month of May, being $9.8, or 
$5.64 per cow. 

It is said that the “finest Danish’’ but- 
ter that is sent to Great’ Britain is made 
from cream whith is a “ferment 
made from sterilized skim-milk prepared 
fresh every day.”

THE SUPREME COURT. 


Large Amount of Business Transacted Dur- 
ing the Year Past. 

A report of the business of the Su- 
preme Court for the year ending June 
30 has been recéived from Chief Clerk 
Brown. The statement shows that dur- 
ing that period 811 cases, 183 rehearings 
and 42 motions were filed, and 783 cases, 
178 rehearings and 110 motions disposed 
of. Of the 635 transcript cases decided, 
421 appeals were affifmed, and 212 re- 
versed. Of the 183 petitions for rehear- 
ings filed, but 14 were granted. Per- 
sons admitted to practice numbered 173. 
The total number of cases pending is 
761, and of that number 92 were filed 
prior to March 21, 1892. The court has 
been in session 173 days, and during the 
year 643 opinions have been written.
